When itis Known that an 
siectriec current has to * against its own 
nature and jump through air to find another 
conductor to carry it on in a lamp 
the intense pressure brought to bear ona 
current which has to make fifty such jumps 
can be imagined. It Is this great pressure 
that is deadiy, and experts claim that if the 
same current did not have to make the jumps 
mentioned, it would not be fatal, which is, 
perhaps, so, as it would then be robbed of its 
intensity, which is also very plain, as having 
no jumps to make it would race over the wire 
unmolested, and hence could not acquire a 
Pressure. 

The general public is not as much intersted 
in discussing the various methods of generat- 
ing electricity as it isin the best methods of 
overcoming the frightful dangers. The elec- 
tric current, like any fluid, will follow or flow 
through the easiest path; where the human 
body comes in contact with a conductor that 
offers greater, equal or even considerably 
less résistance than the person, death or 
serious injury is sure to follow. That is to say 
if acircuit extended from the Exposition 
buliding to Fourth and Oiive 
streets, and should the line break 
ut Kighth and Olive streets and 
the wire drop against the pole within a foot or 
more of the ground, any person who should 
happen to touch that wire while standing on 
the stone sidewalk or street would act as a 
conductor tor the current, which would pass 
through him into the ground and rush back to 
the dynamo atthe Exposition. Whether the 
man would 

BE KILLED OR NOT 

would depend on the strength of the current. 
‘That is what happens toa lineman on a pole. 
He may have his hand on a telephone which 
runs into the ground somewhere and while 
moving around among the wires some part of 
his anatomy, it matters not which part, will 
touch a bare spotona deadly wire. He wiil 
drop back stone dead, or be thrown to the 
ground to be dashed to death, orhe may fall 
— his body across a dozen wires and die 
ater. 

The average resistance (friction) of the 
human body is about twenty-five hundred 
ohms (the measure of resistance). The re- 
sistance of fifty arc lamps is 200bms. The 
amount of current required for a circuit of 
fifty 2,000 candle-power lamps is ten amperes 
(gallons). Ifa person 

WERE TO TAKE HOLD 
of the wires at the connection with the 
dynamo one ampere (gallon) would pass 
through hie body and nine through the lamps, 
for the reason that his body offers ten times 
the resistance that the fifty lamps do. It 
would be instant death. 

The greatest danger lies here, and contact 
with the outgoing and returning wires will re- 
sult disastrously. 

Water seeks its own level at the ocean, 
whichis calied the zero point. Electricity 
finds its level at the earth, which is the zero 
pointin the matter of resistance. The con- 
stant tendency of the current is to seek the 
earth, so when connection to ‘‘ground’’ is 
made onanytwo points of an electric light 
circuit a portion of the fluid is diverted 
from the iine to the earth at one point 
avd returns to line and dynamo at the 
other. Any one point of an electric light 
circuit may be in contact with the ground for 
months and there will be no escape of current 
until a second connection is made. If contact 
is made at one of the points through means of 
the human body death isthe result. ‘lhe con- 
ditions are the same as if a person grasped the 
outgoing and returning wires, the earth offer- 
ing no resistance to the flow of current. It 
the circuit is grounded midway of its length 
and again through a person near the dynamo, 
but one - balf the amount 

WILL PASS THROUGH THE BODY, 

In the alternation current system, or rather 
in the transformer or converter system, a 
pressure of 2,000 volte is frequently main- 
tained throughout the entire length of the 
primary or streetcircuit. The conductors are 
of necessity run in parallel lines in this, and 
the lamp or housecircuit. To the street or 
primary circuit are connected the transform- 
ers or converters, in which is produced a cur- 
rentof only fifty volts, by virtue of the pe- 
culiar action of the high potential alternation 
current generated in the dynamo. In the 
iron box or outer shellof the transformer is 
an iron core builtup ofthin plates, on which 
are wound two coils of wire. 

To the first is attached the primary or street 
circuit and to the other the secondary or lainp 
circuit, which is carried to the interior of 
buildings. The wires might be likened to 

TWO CANALS OF UNEQUAL LEVEL, 
the water froin the upper running through 
sluiceways, turning waterwheels and empty- 
ing into the lower; each A and each con- 
verter forming a cirouit of its own between 
the two main conductors, @ach taking its 
small quota of currentfrom one and return- 
ing it to the other. The main conductors are 
not one continuous line like those of the series 
or arc-light currents. The two parallel wires 
run in the section to be lighted are not con- 
nected at the extreme ends. Each trans- 
former isa generator of electricity as well as 
the dynamo, but in a different way. Tue pri- 
mary current traverses the collof wire wound 
on the iron core and converts it into a power- 
ful magnet, which in turn generates a current 
of electricity. The total resistance of a cir- 
euit connected to a thousand: light dynam» on 
which is placed twenty-five forty-iight con- 
verters, when the entire numberof lamps are 
burning, is twenty ohms, not including the 
resistance of the wire in the circuit, 
WITH BUT ONT LAMP 

in circuit the resistance would be 20,000 
ohms. If a person should come in contact 
with the wires of the primary circuit midway 
between the dynamo and tne end of the con- 
ductors, be would receive the current from 
the dynamo as well as the counter-current 
from the converters on the circult beyond the 
point of contact, thus intensifying the terrible 
shock. 

In view of the increased dangers attending 
thie system of lighting, these circuits should 
be so constructed that they can readily be dis- 
tinguished fromthe low-tension, direct sys- 
tem of incandescent lighting and the series or 
arc-lightinw system. 

THRE DRBATH OF HARRY GOODTYEAR, 

a youne lineman on Vandeventer avenue, 
near Morgan street, last August, will be re- 
membered. He was working forthe Missouri 
Eleetric Light Co., which bas acircuit run- 
ning almost tothe western city limits. This 
circuit is to farnish lights to residences and 
stores in the West Eud, and the dynamo feed- 
ing the eireuit has a capacity of 8,000 incan- 
descent lamps. When a customer is found, a 
lineman taps ‘the big ecirouit at the 
nearest point and runs wires to the 
customer’sa: house or store. A lineinan had 
been working on the pole the day before and 
had made a connection. Having no solder or 
soidering can with him, he left the wire bare, 
intending to call around the next day and 
cover it. Had he covered it with the black 
rubber strips they use, he could not make the 
solder stick when he removed the strips the 
nextday. Goodyear knew nothing of the ex- 
posed wire and climbed the pole. He leaned 
against the spot and became heipless. The

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THE MONEY SITUATION, 


The Supply Insufficient—No Hope for Help 
From Eurepe—France’s Surplus. 

The fipancial circular sent out this week by 
Henry Clews, one of the most reliable and 
oldest authofities of the East, contains the 
following: The séarcity of money and the 
conssquent ease with which call loans can be 
manipulated rendered a continuance of the 
late bull campaign impossible. No mat- 
ter how favorable certain conditions might 


be, or how bright the outlook in certain 
respects, it was impossible to keep up an ac- 
tive bull market in face of the inevitabie in- 
crease in money rates. Mereantile and crop 
requirements have been unusually heavy this 
autumn, because of the increased activity in 
trade, and it will be some time before the funds 
thus withdrawn from Eastern centers will re- 
turn. In spite of the increased supplies of 
currency, we have not more than enough 
to meet necessary trade require- 
ments, and any enlargement of 
demands from speculation would only result 
in higher rates for money. The situation is 
further aggravated by the condition of affairs 
abroad and the possibilities of a further de- 
mand 1 ug for gold at no distant time. 
The Bank of England reserve is down to 33.70 
er cent and the uncertainty of the 
uture South American demand for old 
1s produving a véry °© cantious feel- 
in London financial eir cles. London has 
recently shipped about 2,000,000 sterling to 
Brazil, pesna many on aecount of resumption 
operations; but while Brazilian demands are 
believed to have been satisfied for the pres- 
ent, the probability of acrisis in Argentine 
Republie renders it possible that in the future 
a strong demand for gold may spring up 
from that uarter. Added to this, 
the regular emands upon the Bank 
of England are heavy, British trade 
being unusally active; sothat the bank is 
likely to strongly resist any further demands 
upon its resources. The Bank of France hav- 
ing a large stock of gold may somewhat sup- 
ply such demands, but little help can be ex- 
pected from the other great Europenn banks. 
Unless considerable relief, therefore, be ob- 
tained fromthe Bank of France, which holds 
about £52,000,000, against about 441, 700. 000 
the same time last year, the future demand 
may be turned in this direction. There are 
some circumstances which may avertsucha 
movement. France isin a better state polit- 
ically and financiaily than six months ago. and 
may, therefore, be willing to release a portion 
of er hoardings. At the same time 
our own foreign trade is turning wore 
in our favor, the improvement in 
trade in Europe and elsewhere tending 
to stimulate our exports and somewhat check 
imports, thus diminishing our unfavorab'e 
trade balance. Nevertheless, there is the pos- 
sibility of ur losing more gold in the more 
distant future; and while this contingency 
faces us at a time when our own supplies of 
money are insufficient, the conditions are not 
very propitious for any advance in stocks.

PAUL M'BRIDE’S CRIME. 
HE SHOT AND KILLED FRANK LOFTUS IN 


A DRUNKEN QUARREEL.

A Row in a Saloon Leads to the Sudden 
Killing ef One of the Parties—Loftus Shot 
Lown While Held in the Grasp of a 
Peacemaker—MecBride’s Bad Record. 


RANK LOFTUS was 
0 Fr by Paul Me- 
= A Bride, a son of Jame® 
J. McBride, in front 
of Maloney’s saloon 
on Seventh street be- 
tween Oliveand Pine 
afew minutes after 
10 o’ clock last night. 

The killing was one 
of the most brutal 
murders that has 
ever been known In St. Louis, and the only 
thing that can be urged in defense of young 
McBride Is that he was drunk. 

Loftus used to be a fireman, but he resigned 
from the department on February 2, 1888. 
Since then he has been a porter, but 
he had determined to return to 
the fire service and was to have been made a 
member of the 6’s company to-day. Because 
he was about to return to the service he visit- 
ed the engine-house last night and spent some 
time witn the men, most of whom he knew. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock he started for home, 
but went to Maloney’s to geta glass of beer 
before going. Paul McBriage and his father, 
James J., preceded him afew minutes. They 
had beth been drinking and both were intoxi- 
cated. They entered the saloon together and 
called for whisky, which was served them. 
After they bad drunk it they stood by the bar, 
father and son, drunk and confidential, Lof- 
tus walked in and calledfor a glass of beer. 
Maloney gave it to him and chatted with 
him for a few moments, as they had not 
seen each other for some time; then Maloney 
offered Loftusa Gigar, which was accepted, 
and, after lighting it, Loftus turned and 
started out of the saloon. In turning he 
stepped on Paul McBride’s toe and apolo- 
gized, saying that it was only an accident. 
McBride ignored the apology and began to 
curse Loftus, who, with an angry look, 
warned McBride nottoswearat him. A few 
words passed. Not much was said, but Me- 
Bride was 

GROWING MORE FURIOUS 
every moment, and Maloney feared there 
might be trouble, so he come out from behind 
the counter and took Loftus out of the saloon. 
Loftus objected to going. He said that he had 
given no wiilfuloffense, and McBride had be- 
gun his abuse without any cause. He did 
not want to quarrel, but he 
did not like to permit any man fto 
abuse bim, and swear at him. Maloney was 
standing in front of Loftus, holding him by 


the coat with both hands, trying to persuade 
him that he had better ignore an insult from 
sucha man, whea MeBride walked out of the 
saloon, foliowed by his father. 

Where is the —— ——?’’ was the first that 
was heard. 

The question was asked by Panl McBride, 
and then he Caught sight of Loftus, held by 
the grasp of Maloney, and without a moment’s 
hesitation, without warning to his victim, he 
advanced towards him, and reaching under 
Maloney's left arm, he placed a pistol:almost 
against Loftus’ body, and fired. The wanton 
act aroused the indignation of the crowd that 
was standing about, and when the paralysis 
that A iollow a murder had passed 8 
the cry of Lynch him! lynch him!’’ broke 
out and lynched he would have been had no 
Officer Heer taken possession of him and 
marcbed him promptly off to the Four Courts. 

Loftus was moved to the Dispetsary where 
Dr. Jacobson examined him and pronounced 
his wound fatal. A call was made at the 
Dispensary a few winttes later. Dr. Alex. 
Jordan had relieved Dr. Jacobson. Dr. Jordan 
was standing by the telephone at the time. 

„Wait a minute, he said, 1 don’t Know 
anything about the case. I was not here. I 
have telephoned to the City Hospital to know 
whether it will be necessary to take McBride 
out there to bear Loftae’ anti-mortem state- 
ment. They have gone to the Ward to find 
out. Wait. Here is an ansewer—he is dead. 

M'BRIDR’S STATEMENT. 

Loftus died without making a statement. 
He never spoke after he wasshot. McBride 
Was placed in the holdover and bis father 
went to the station office and tried to have him 
released. He said thatthe boy had only de- 
fended himself; that Loftus was the agressur 
and he actually asked that the policé should 
release Paul McBride and send out to th 
hospital and arrest Loftus, Loftus was dea 
atthe time. McBride at first refued to make 
astatement. He stood at she door of his gell, 
holding to the bars and he swung from side to 
side and talked with athiek tongue.

When seen 
in front of Maloney’s saloon a few minutes 
after the participants in the bloody encounter 
had been removed, and while the details of 
the tragic occurrence were yet fresh in bis 
wind, he said:

father entered and ordered drinks 
Loftus came in a few minutes later 
and stepped up to the bar and ordered a beer. 
He drank it aud Maloney gave him a cigar, 
asking him where he had been keeping hiim- 
self of late. Loftus was then standing between 
the two McBrides. He turned to go and 
accidentally stepped on young McBride’s 
foot. Mcbride whirled around and 

WITH AN OATH 
asked him what he meant. 

„Oh, what's the matter with you?’ answered 
Loftus in, as I considered it, a joking tone of 
voice. 
by the arms and began to wrangle over who 
was the best man. did not think much of 
the trouble at the time and paid no more at- 
tention to it until Isar Maloney step out from 
behind the bar and pull Loftus awav. He took 
him outside and led bim south down the 
atreet for 4 fow steps. A min- 
ute later McBride swaggered to 
the door, and with the question, ‘‘Where in 
h—— is the —— ——-? walked toward Loftus and 
Maloney. Pushing his way between the two 
men, he pressed his revolver against Loftus’ 
side And fired. Loftus fell and McBride walked 
away. Hetook it as coolly as possible and 
made no attempt to escape. Both of the men 
were under the Infinence of liquor, and Mo- 
Bride was quite drunk. 

MARTIN MALONEY, 
the —＋ nig co of the saloon, who was tending 
bar at the time of the trouble, tells somewhat 
the same story. He interfered in the quarrel 
because of his friendship for Loftus, knowing 
the desperate character of young McBride. 
Other witnesses thought both men were drunk 
and paid iittle attention to the maudlin con- 
versation indulged in during the quarrel. 

JAMES J. M’BRIDE, 
the father of Paul McBride, and a prominent 
criminal lawyer of this city, pleads self- 
defense for his son. He says: 

‘*Il was with my boy on the street last night 
and we had started home. Paul wanted to 
get atlas of beer so we went to Maloney's. 
This man, Loftus, was in the saloon at the 
time, and as he started out be ran against me. 
Paul took up my quarrel and asked the fellow 
what he meant. ftus retorted with a Volley 
of disgusting oaths and I saw he meant 
trouble, 80, I caught Paul by the arm and 
started for the doof, intending to take him to 
my office at 614 Pine street. Loftus followed 
us out and Maloney could not hold him. What 
could Paul do The fellow was traducing his 
character and threatening his life. 
himand I would justify the act if he had 
shot a thousand men under the same cir- 
cumstances. That man struck at him and 
meant him harm. He did nothing but defend 
aie father and himself and I am proud of

LOFTUS’ RECORD. 

Loftus was formerly a fireman in this city 
and had a good record for faithful work. 
For years he h a fireman’s pos- 
tion, being in charge 
of Engine was then 
a foreman at the sixes, and when the new 
house was established, number 26, he was 
piaced in churge as fireman to place the new 
division in runnitg order. In February, 1888, 
he resigned from the force owing to some 
slight misunderstanding with a superior of- 
cer, He was a married man, 3 years old, 
and leaves a wife and five small children liv- 
ing at Seventeenth and Biddle streets. His 
father-in-law was Mr.Tom Tayon, the driver 
of the Third District police patrol-Wagon. 
Loftus was to have been reinstated to-day. 


PAUL M’BRIDE’S RECORD 

is bad. He is now but 22 years of age and was 
brought up in St. Louis. From his boyhood 
he has borne among his. companions and 
acquaintances the name of being a quarrei- 
some fellow, ready at any moment totake any 
advantage, fair or foul, by which he could 
show his superiority and Carry bis 
point. For years he has deen in 
the habit of arrying some dangerous 
Weapon, usually aknife but frequentiy a re- 
volver. He seemed to have an abnormal taste 
for liquor and when under the influence of 
drink exhibited in a striking manner his true 
disposition. With hima weapon was all con- 
quering and might was right. 

He bas been in innumerable scrapes and 
“scraps.’’ Most ot them were of sucha na- 
ture that the police courts were enabled to 
bring him to justice. Several were ofa more 
serious nature.

The Kansas City Bridge Pians—Mormons 
in Norway. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 16 —Ex-Secre- 
tary Belknap appeared before the Secretary 
ot War yesterday in behaif of the projectors 
ofthe proposed bridge across the Missouri 


River at Kansas City, the plans for which 
were rejected Saturday. Gen. Belknap urged

At the sem!-annual conference, lately held 
in this city by. the Mormon residents, it was 
reported that the aggregate number of Mor- 
mons in Norway is at present 740, 
120 of whom belong to thelr clergy. 
But of the latter twelve are elders residing in 
Utah, but working here as missionaries for a 
shorttime. The Beandinavian mission is pre- 
sided over by a Dane named Ejelisted. During 
the past four months W rsons were 
baptized, and sixty-six, including children, 
emigrated to Utah. Last year stVenty emi- 
grated, but Mormons — n this year will 
become more numerous, asa larger émigra- 
tion will take place next month, Passage 
money from Norwegians already settled in 
Utah, is in most cases all powerfal in 
inducing their relatives here to follow them 
to America. In this country the Mormons 
have nine stations, viz.: In OCbristiana, where 
they count 363 members; in Deamwmin, the 
Province of Heremarken; in Tuaverikstad, 
Frederixshold, Arnidal, Bergen, eim 
and Transo. Their first station was at Brevik, 
established in 1852.

APPOINTMENT OF L. S&S. METCALFE WHO 
NOT THE COMBINK’S CHOICE. 


WAS 


It Demonstrates That the Congressman 
From the Ninth Has No Influence in 


—What Metcalfe Says—Chagrin of Wit- 
tenaberg, the Defeated Candidate.’ 


Two more Democratic heads have fallen in 
the basket—these of Freeman Barnum, Ool- 
lector of Internal Revenue, and Maj. Law- 
rence Harrigan, Appraiser. Their successors 
as was announced in yesterday’s 
ExTRA Post-DisrpatcuH, Mr. Charles F. 
Wenneker, who will be Collector, and 
Mr. Lyne 8. Metcalfe, appraiser. The ap- 
pointment of Mr. Weuneker was nota sur- 
prise. It was settled some time ago that all 
the Republicans should support him, and it 
was understood that he was to get the place. 
The appolntment of Mr. Metcalfe, however, is 
the denouement of a huge comedy, 
and the audience of politicians 
is now roaring « with laughter at 
the outcome and at the comical antics of the 
Honorable Representative from the Ninth 
Missouri District. The circumstances are lu- 
dicrous, but beneath all the humor is the 
cold, bare fact that’ Nathan Frank is deep, 
deep in the soup. 

A SEVERE BLOW. 

When Frank read in yesterday's Extra Post- 
DISPATCH that Mr. Metcalfe had been ap- 
pointed be wae angry and chagrinned. He 
had promised the place to Louis Wittenberg, 
and promised it as though be had aright to 
promise it, and an assurance that the pledge 
would be fulfilled. Wittenberg relied on that 
promise, and patientiy waited for the an- 
nouncement of his appointment. Theappoint- 
ment of Mr. Metcalfe was a severe blow to 
the Congressman. for it left him no way to ex- 
plain his broken pledge. He had 
posed as a man of influence; he had had per- 
sonal interviews with the President; he had 
leftthe White House with promises in his 
hands, and the position went to someone else. 
Such action on the part of the President 
could mean only one thing; that 
Frank bad no influence whatever with 
the administration. Boast as he might he 
could not secureathing. Kinsey had asked 
for the attorneyship and he got it; Niedring- 
haus had asked forthe collectorship and he 
got it; Frank asked for the appraisership 
and after he had pledged it to 
his candidate and staked his reputation 


for political influence on this one small office, 
it was given toa man he had opposed, a man 
who did not want Frank’s aid, a man who had 
openly and boldly fought the Congressional 
combine. 

HIS TELEGRAM TO THE PRESIDENT. 

Once before Frank had been disappointed 
and he sent the President a telegram that 
made the whole country laugh. He does not 
seem to have learned anything from that ex- 
perience, for last night he wrote and sent this 
message: 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 15.—To Hon. Benjamin Har- 
rison, President of the United States, Washington, 
D. C., Have learned from private disvatches that 
you have appointed Metcalfe Appratser instead of 
the gentleman you promised me to appoint, or to 
first notify me that you could not dose. Secretary

appointment been made despite those promises? 
Please answer. (Signed) NATHAN FRANK. 

Frank has not explained this telegram? He 
has not said whether it was sent for the pur- 

ose of forcing the President into withdraw- 

ng the 1 ot Mr. Metealte or to 
make the President admit that he had broken 
a promise, 
APPORTIONING THE OFFICES. 

Frank, inspeaking ofthe appointment, is 
quoted as saying: 

‘*When the three members of Congress from 
this city united in their recommendations for 
the local offices it was deemed for the best in- 
terest of all parties that each convressional 
district select an appointee. Mr. Kinsey se- 
lected George D. Reyuolde for United States 
District Attorney, Mr. Niedringhaus selected 
©. F. Wenneker for Collector and I selected 
Mr. Louis Wittenberg for Appraiser. The 
Ninth Congressional District has now 
no representation in the local appointments, 
though itis said that Mr. \etcaifa, who for 
years lived inthe Eighth District, recently 
removed to the Ninth. He does not know 
now why this agreement should have been 
recognized until it comes to the appointment 
of his man and then ignored.’’

The Sergeants at Jefferson Barracks will 


probably be the first to feel the effect of the 


reform that must follow the report of the 
Court of Inquiry and the report of Inspector- 
General Lawton with regard to the fearfal 
maltreatment and starvation of recruits, 
After Capt. Theodore J. Wint, the late com- 
mandant at the Barracks (relieved a week ago 
Sunday by Col. R. F. Bernard), the sergeants 
have been most intensely interested in the 
court’s proceedings. They know, that is 
most ot them know, that their acts 
asshown inthe testimony before the court, 
shine poorly. The kitchen sergeants having 
had extraordinary privileges have also had 
extraordinary opportunities for abuse, and 
most of them have taken advantage of their 
opportunities. They having had the 
entire control of the drawing of com- 
pany rations and their disposition, 
have made savings in rations as hey pleased 
and have procured from company funds, 
articles for the non-commiss.oned officers’ 
table. This partiality is at the expense of the 
recruit. As Reporter - recruit Woodward 
was in :

while a recruit at Jefferson Barracks in his 
story printed in the Post-DISPATCH, more 
attention was given by him to detailing the 
abuses in Company Bthan in any other or- 
ganization in the Barracks.

GOULD’S TFNANTS AT FOURTEENTH AND 
POPLAR STREETS NOTIFIED TO LEAVE. 


The Occupants of Two Blocks to Move Ont 
by the Ith Day of November—Is Ita 
Step in the Direction of a New Union 
Depot?—Sales at south Webster. 


Notice has been served upon occupants of 
the two blocks of property onthe south side 
of Poplar street, between Twelfth and Four- 
teenth streets, to vacate the premises by No- 
vember 7 

This is regarded as an indication that Jay 
Gould is going to take stepsto supply St. 
Louis with something more worthy the name 
of a Union Depot than the present stracture. 

It is well known that all the property was 
bought up by the Bridve & Tunnel Co., of 
which Mr. Gould ts the principal stockholder, 
a long time ago, 80 long ago, in fact, 
that people who first heard of 
it from fourteen to sixteen years ago have 
ceased to give any credence to anything that 
is said about the project. It never has been 
said before though that the revenue derived 
from that property was to be cut off or 
diminished and the fact that the above notice 
is given is supposed to mean a move towards 
the building of a new depot. 

A QUICK SALE. 

There was a spirited competition between 
three buyers, a lady and two gentlemen, in 
Hammett, Anderson & Wade’s office vester- 
day forthe purchase of a plece of property 
on Magnolia avenue, opposite Tower Grove 
Park,and the result was a $5,297.50 sale within 
three hours after negotiations were primarily 
opened with the first party. The ground which 
the competitors were so eager to buy has a 
frontage of 163 by a depth of 860 feet on the 
south line of the avenue, on the north side of 
Towgr Grove Park at a point about half a mile 
west of Grand avenue. Mrs. Jones first ap- 
plied for the property.
